living in Macao. He has stated that 
he prefers to offer work and not 
charity to the poor, for he feels that 
the Chinese who have sought refuge 
In Macao do not want mere alms and

He has sought to Instil this aim 
into the minds of the leaders of the 
Chinese community, and this has led 
to. big changes In the Committee of 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
and that of the Kinng Wu Hospital. 

Comdr Teixeira states that he has 
always taken a keen Interest in 
events In the Far East, and while 
Uking to speak. of his work in the 
Navy, takes special pride in- the 
period when he had charge of the 
training ship Sagres,

In. my report last year I emphasis- 
ed the high infantile death rate os 
showing that a large number of the 
children dicd cither because’ they 
were .unwanted or becnuse © thelr 
parents, through Sgnorance, poverty, 
disease were unable to look after 
them properly, 

Infant Mortallty Rises 

In the recently ‘published report 
of the Director of Medical Services 
for 1939, T notice that the figure not 
only. shows no improvement, but 
has actually’ risen from 343 to 345 
deaths per thousand during the first 
year of Ife. In other words, one 
in three of the 46,625 children born 
last year was doomed to perish in 
thelr first year. 

Such wastage of infant Ife fs 
terrible to, contemplate, especially 
when it §s realised that ‘the resulting 
toll on the mother’s life 
being fs by no means negligible. 
It fs the popular belief that the 
mother runs the greatest risk with 
her first baby and tha 
sive pregnancies her 
Progressively casier. | 

Actually, such Is by no 
case, 

T have a chart ‘I have prepared 
from figures 
report of the MinIstry of Health on 
maternal mortality and morbidity, 
The chart shows that, if the figure 
100 {is taken vrepresenting the 
average risk to the mother's life for 
all births, the risk is well below this 
Jevel for the first four pregnancies. 
With the fifth ft rises to 104, ‘and 
thereafter {nercases sharply until 
with the seventh it is 209, with the 
ninth 319, and with the tenth and 
subsequent pregnancies 499, In 
r he risit undertaken by 
a Woman having her 10th child fs 
more than five times as great as when 
having her first. 


It is Interesting to notice how the 
average patient coming for advice on 
birth control fits In to this chart. 
The typical patient is jugt under 31, 
has had six children, of whom. she 
has lost two (a figure which closely 
bears out the accuracy of the in- 
fantile death rate already quoted), 
Her_family—income-is-$22-1—month-; 
A glance at the chart shows that the 
nverage mother comes to us for 
advice at‘a period when ‘her duty 
towards -maintaining the population 
has been discharged and the risk of 
adding to her family ts increasing 
sharply. 

This is the type of patient we are 
trying to help, and no one will con+ 
vince me it is justifiable to withhold 
Information from such a patient if 
she comes requesting ft. (Hear,

He has sought to instil’ this aim 
Into the minds.of the leaders of the 
Chinese community, and this has led 
to big‘changes in the Committee of 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
and that of the Kiang Wu Hospital. 

Comdr Teixeira states that he has 
always taken a_ keen interest in 
events In the Far East, and while 
liking to speaks of his work in the 
Navy, takes special pride in 
period ‘when he had charge of the 
training ship Sagres.
